The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows :

Any person or persons convicted of any
of the foregoing misdemeanors, shall bo punished for
each aad every offense, by a fine not less than twenty-
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, and costs of
suit, to be paid within twenty-four hours after the same
have been imposed upon him and her, (during which
time he or she shall remain in custody of the proper
officer,) or by imprisonment in the county jail of the
proper county for the space of ninety days, unless he
or she'shall be discharged therefrom before the expira-
tion of said term, by payment of the aforesaid fine, and
all costs and jail fees occasioned by his or her proseca-
tion and imprisonment. '
Jurisdietion of  SSBOTION b, Justices of the peace shall have power
fustices. to hold a court to hear, try and determine all offenses
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against or growing out of the provisions of this ohap-
ter, and arising within their counties : provided, that the
accused party shall not be deprived of a jury trial, nor
of his right of, appeal, as in other cases.

SeorioN 6. Upon complaint made to any justice of Jomplaint ad

the peace by any person, that he knows, or has good
reason to believe, that an offense against this chapter
has been committed, he shall examine the complainant
upon oath, and he shall reduce such complaint to writ-
ing, and cause the same to be subscribed to by the per-
son complaining ; end if it shall appear to such justice
that there is reasonable cause to believe that such of-
fense has been committed, he shall immediately issue
his warrant, reciting therein the substance of such com-
plaint, and require of the officer to whom such warrant
shall be directed, forthwith to arrest the accused and
bring him before such justice, to be dealt with acoord-

ing to law ; and the same warrant may require the offi- Witnesses:

cer to summon such persons as shall be therein named,
to appear at the trial to give evidence. ¢
